Special Sanitary Suameetece in Their First 
Report Show Great Laxity te Obtain 
Among City Empioyes=Some Residents 
Kven Taxed by Salaried Men. for Re- 
moving Refuse Stuff Mayor and Supt.

The three Civie Federation sanitary inspect- 


Ors made their first report to the City Hall 


authorities yesterday on the sanita | 
ry condi- 
tion of the wards inspected the last ten days. 
They seem to bave discovered more bad spots 
worthy of special complaint than the whole 
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force of over thirty city inspectors have re- 
ported in the last six months. The first three 
or four days was spent in going over the whole 
city in a general way to find what wards 
were in the worst condition. Then the 
wards were taken singly and each alley in 
spected separately. Whole alleys were fuund 
without garbage boxes. All the refuse 
thrown 


have been discovered 2 the scavengers 
cheat the city and fail to fulfill their con- 
tracts. Many of the contracts call for three 
tripsa week, but no scavenger has been 
found who claims to make ov er two trips, and 
the majoritydo fewer than that. 
In the Second Ward a number of scavengers 
drawing pay from the city sandbag the resi- 
ts out of a snug sum dy charging 
25 cents a box for ail garbage removed. 
These men, it is said, will be discharged at 
once. A number of alleys are reported where 
over 75 per cent of the garbage boxes are 
without covers of any kind. Some of the 
scavengers take the garbage out of the boxes 
and scatter it in the alleys to save 
a trip to the dump. The 
worst conditions are said to result 
where, according to contract, the scavengers 
should make two or three trips weekly. 
Many city and contract scavengers besides 
those in the Second Ward demand and re- 
ceive pay from the citizens for their work. 
The worst conditions thus far discovered result 
from the negligence of the city inspectors. 
Every ward is supposed to have at least one 
resident inspector. These, with but few ex- 
ceptions, the federation inspectors’ have 
been unableto find. Several of these men 
have been specially criticised and will no 
doubt be discharged. Some of them have 
been notified by the Mayor to clean up their 
districts or resign.

MES. OOLEMAN-DRAYTON THE DE- 
PENDANT IN A DIVOROE SUIT. 


Definite Charges Against the Daughter of 


William Astor, with Hallet Alsop Bor- 
rowe Named as Cores pondent=Kevival 
of Scandal of Two Years Ago=—Cordage 
Sells at Auction Below Its Price on 
Stock Exchange=Stanlard O11 Has Had 
No Negotiations with Russtans. 

New York, Sept. 6.— [8 l.]—The pub- 
licity given the fact that J. Coleman Drayton 
has filed papprs at Trenton, N. J., instituting 
a suit for absolute divorce from Charlotte 
Augusta Drayton. née Astor. on the statutory 
grounds has caused little or no excitement in 
society or club circles. It was a foregone 
conclusion, and the straw of the scandal had 
been well thrashed two years ago, 
then the tories of Mrs. 
were first brought to the surface, 
Ever since the Drayton-Borrowe dueling epi- 
sode, with its accessories of Milbank and Fox 
(who really did fight a prearranged duel that 
was perfectly bloodless), it was well known 
that Mr. Drayton would sooner or later insti- 
tute the proceedings which he has now 
brought in the State of New Jersey, 
where he is a temporary resident, his 
wife being a resident of the State of 
New York. There is but one thingnew in the 
somewhat dirty mess that is now again pa- 
raded before the public, and thatis that Mr. 
Drayton particularizes where and approxi- 
mately when Mr. Hallet Alsop Borrowe and 
Mrs. Drayton held their trysts, details no 
doubt the securing of which has delayed 
his action in the divoree court, He 
sets out that from January to September 
1891 (or twelve years after the sumptuous 
wedding of this daughter of the late William 
Astor), and a little more than a year alter the 


birth of the Draytons’ fourth and last child, 


Mrs. Drayton wickedly disregarded the so- 
lemnity of-her vows and the sunctity of the 
marriage state, Hallet Aslop Borrowe is the 
corespondent, The places specified are

HE CHARGES BIG PINE LAND FRAUDS. 


State Senator Dedon of Minnesota Promises 
to Reveal Corruption in High Places. 
Minyezaporis, Minn., Sept. 6.—State Sen- 
ator W. S. Dedon of the Senatorial commit- 
tee which is investigating the frauds against 
the State in the cutting of pine on school 
lanc s, has just returned from extensive cruis- 
ing through the country where the frauds 
3 to have been committed. He 
We are now ready with the evidence necessary 
to begin suits aggregating $500,000 against 
various lumber firms of the State. Up to date 
we have uncovered frauds which will amount to 
a million dollars. The investigation has cost 
the State $6,000. One firm that has cut over a 
section settled with the State on the basis of 
only 674,000 feet. Our scale from the stump 
shows that over 7,000,000 feet were actually cut 
and the true figure is nag my nearly 9,000,000. 
That is a sample case. After it was cut an em- 
ployé was instructed to burn it over and make a 
clean job of it. Our report to the next Legis- 
lature will reveal corruption in high places that 
has not been dreamed of.

Senator Blackburn Proposes to Call the

The Indian Bureau of the Interior Depart- 
ment is getting some interesting readi 
days in the reports from Assistant 
Commissioner Frank C. Armstrong, who is 
making a personal inspection of the tribes, 
Assistant Commissioner Armstrong is well 
qualified for this work, as he was born in the 
Choctaw Nation. His father, Maj.. William 
Armstrong of the old army, was a Tennes- 
seean and a personal and military friend of 
Gen. Jackson, who, in 1833, made him agent 
to the five tribes just then settled in the In- 
dian Territory. There the present Assistant 
Comwissioner was born and learned to speak 
Choctaw, Cherokee, Chickasaw, und Creek, as 
well as English. He is the only Indian offi- 
cial of his rank the government has ever had 
who could taik to five different tribes in the 
vernacular of each. 

The question Commissioner Armstrong has 
found the most difficult to adjust is that of 
furnishing beef rations to the Indiana. The 
contractors have usually declared there were 
from 25 to 33 per cent more Indians than 
really existed. Take the case of the Chey- 
ennes and Arapahoes as an example, Certain 
beef contractors said there were 5,000 In- 
dians on the reservations.

1892—a presage of 
coming disaster—and though from special causes 
there was a better result in the year ending with 
June, 1893, the fatal drop continued dur the 
year just past and but $132,294,242.43 had been 
collected at the customs houses. Thus, though 
every rate of duty was increased on goods of 
Republican favorites, the government's share of 
the increased taxation was reduced over 897. 
000,000 between the last year before McKin-

leyism and the last year that foily endured. 


Against this falling off in revenues of the 
government the speaker again referred to the 
increased burden placed upon the country by 
the Fifty-first Congress and used it as an 
argument to show why in the year just gone 
bankruptcy had almost seemed to impend 
before new and gufficient revenue could be 
provided. 


Takes Up the Silver Question. 


The Sherman law was next taken up. The 
Senator said: 


The National Democratic convention of 1892 
accepted the designation giving it by the Demo- 
crats of Wisconsin and declared it a cowardly 
makeshift to ward off the loss of the Electoral 
‘votes of the Western silver States. The latter 
first made a demand for free coinage of silver 
at the old ratio of sixteen grains of silver 
to equal one of gold, while excessive production 

er causes had continually increased the 
value of the white metal until in 1889 it required 
twenty-two grains of silver to buy one of gold, 
with a further fall in prospect. The proposition 
o government should coin dollars at six- 
teen to one and give them to the mineowvers who 
furnished the bullion implied that the value of 
the dollar should fall to the value of the silver in 
it, or if the government’s credit was to support it 
that the government should give the silver pro- 
ducer the gains of coining, some 85 per cent or 
more. The Fifty-first Congress, equally fearing 
to grant or reduce this demand, devised a com- 
promise equally pernicious, by which the govern- 
ment was compelled to purchase 150 tons of sil- 
ver builion a month which it had no use for, thus 
forcing the issue of Federal promissory notes at 
the rate of $4,000,000 a month. By this means 
the Western Republican silver States were fur- 
nished a customer at the expense of the people of 
the whole country. 

The inevitable consequences followed. The 
government was set to work inflating and im- 
pairing the currency of the country. Distr:st 
crept into the channels of business; capitalists 
abroad quietly pushed their American securities 
upon the market and gold began taking its way 
to foreign lands. It was another triumph of 
Kreenbackism. The silver dollar was made a le- 
gal tender, yet silver continued to decline in the 
market. A thousand million dollars of silver 
certificates had been issued which the govern- 
ment practically bound itself to redeem in gold, 
because if it redeemed them in silver it dropped 
the currency at once to a basis of silver mono. 
metallism, while their redemption in gold would 
not only impose a ruinous loss, but it Was prac- 
tically impossible. 

Mr. Cleveland, on his return to the Presiden- 
tial office, was confronted with a Treasury with 
$60,000,000 less of money in it; with deferred 
and accumulated demands to be met and appro- 
priations to be paid during the ensuing sixteen 
months $75,000,000 greater in amount than 
there was revenue to meet them, in place of the 
fair prosperity and universal confidence he had 
leit behind him; a rising distrust, a disordered 
currency, with a law commanding a monthly 
increase of its risks; gold disappearing from the 
country; financiers taking alarm and the storm 
already gatbered and ready to burst. The 
President and the Democratic party, entering 
upou their trusts under such circumstances, 
should have had the support of all patriotic citi- 
zens. 


Praises the Income Tax. 


Senator Vilas then reviewed at length the 
difticulties that have been placed in way 
of repealing the pernicious causes of the dis. 
asters by the Republican minority in Con- 
gress, beginning with the Sherman act, down 
to the McKinley law. The Wilson bill had re- 
quired but moderate amendment to have 
made it an efficient measure of reform. There 
was so much in it, however, to give rejoicing 
that it had become a law notwithstanding the 
successful assaults that had been made upon 
it by the protectionists. The income tax 
stands most acceptable among its particular 
provisions and all men are compelled to con- 
fess ite justice. 

Senator Vilas continued: 

The most grievous thing manifested in the bat- 
tle for tariff reform was the power displayed by 
trusts and combinations—the natural enemies of 
Democracy—and the discovery of theirhold upon 
some within the ranks of the Democratic party. 
Tariff reform will be achieved in the full meas- 
ure of justice and right. It is but delayed, not 
defeated. A good start has been made toward 
retrenching expenses entailed by the -Fifty-first 
Congress, In the salary list over 600 offices have 
been abolished and 6700.000 annually saved 
thereby, while the appropriations are $28,835,- 
989 less than those made at the last session of 
the preceding Congress and $50,555,491 less than 
those of the last session of the Fifty-first Con- 

ress. 

. Senator Vilas then reviewed the histcry of 
the Republican party to show that it had long 
ago filled its mission of usefulness and was 
now merely a party of opposition without 
any definite or controlling principle. It wns 
willing to consort with the Populists of Ala, 
bama or the bigoted A. P. A. of Wisconsin in 
the desperation of its decaying life. He urged 
the convention to present candidates for popu- 
lar choice who would honor it by faithful dis-

MACVEAGH ON THE SUGAR QUESTION. 
The ar in politics,” alias MacVeagh, 
told the Peoria Democrats that sugar had 
not advanced in price since the tariff bill went 
into effect. He ought to know, because 
sugar is one of the articles in which he deals. 
But in addition to telling them that sugar had 
not gone up since tne 28th of last, month, 
| when the new law went into effgct, why did 
not he inform them that it had risen a cent a 
pound prior to that time? Why did not he 
tell them that when the trust became satis. 
fied. along in June, that the new schedule 
would go into force it began putting up the 
price of sugar an eighth and a quarter of a 
cent at a time, until the man who. could buy 
twenty-five pounds of sugar with his dollar a 
tew months ago can buy only twenty pounds 
now. That rise of 1 cent a pound means a 
tax of 68 cents per head on each man, woman, 
and child in the United States. ? 

As that sugar which is selling now for 5 
cents paid no duty and cost the trust no more 
than the sugar which it was selling a few 
months ago for 4 cents the trust is pocketing 
every mill of that extra cent, and will . eon- 
tinue to do so till it has worked off the raw 
sugar ithad on hand when the new law be- 
came operative on the 28th of August. On 
every hundred pounds it will make nearly a 
doilar extra over and above its ordinary 
profit, 3 . 

Asa scholar in politics’? Mr. MacVeagh 
may be ignorant of these facts. Asa whole- 
sale grocer he is intimately acquainted with 
them. Why did not the scholar part of him 
get from the grocer part of him all the infor- 
mation as to the recent rise in sugar and tell 
what the advance in price had been and that 
it took place because of the certainty of the 
passage of the new tariff law, 

Mr. MacVeagh Said also: Sugar today is 
actually selling for less money than it did a 
year ago under the McKinley bill.“ If he 
had been talking as a wholesale grocer, fully 
informed as to the causes which influence the 
price of sugar, he would have gone on to say 
that that had no bearing on the question, be- 
cause the price of refined sugar is governed 
by that of raw sugar, and that ia August of 
1893 raw cane sugar cost nearly a cent a 
| pound more than in August of this year, If 
the tariff bill had been passed a year ago last 
month, when raw sugar was 80 high, the price 
of the refined would have been a cent and a 
quarter higher than it was then. 

As a wholesaler Mr. MacVeugh knows these 
things. Why did he keep them from the 
‘“scholar”’’ MacVeagh and permit the latter 
to fall into that suppression of the truth 
4 which is equivalent to making a false state- 
ment? Was it strietly honest to tell half the 
truth aud suppress the remainder, to make 
bis hearers believe that the rise in the price of 
sugar, which all of them knew had happened, 
had nothing to do with the trust legislation 
of the Democracy? Itseemsas if dealing in 
sugar ona rising market blunted the moral 
perceptions. * 

Sugar has gone up a cent a pound because 
of the new tariff dul and the trust and the 
men who had stocks of sugar on hand are 
pocketing that cedt. That is the fact which 
the Republican ‘speakers and papers must 
press home on the sugar consumers of III. 
nois. And ft would do no harm for some of 
Mr. MacVeagh’s hearers to interrogate him 
in his capacity of wholesale grocer and get 
him to admit, as he will have to do, the 
truth of the statements made above. 
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WHY JONES TURNS POPULIST. 

Senator Dubois of Idaho says the action of 
Senator Jones of Nevada in leaving the Re- 
publican party and allying himself with the 
Populists is not to be criticised,’ and that 
„ his motives were honest. Senator Jones 
alleges three reasons or motives for his 
course. These are, first, that the Republican 
party is unaiterably opposed to the free coin- 
age of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. or at all 
except with the consent of foreign govern- 
ments and at a ratio to be dictated by them; 
second, that the supply of money has got to 
increase all the time concurrently with that 
of population and business; and third, that 
there is an artitivial fall in the prices of com. 
modities because of the scarcity of money, in 
other words, because money is becoming 
dearer,”’ 

Where does Mr., Jones find proof for his 
allegation that money is scarce or that present 
low prices are due to the scarcity of money? 
The fact that in this market wheat sold yes- 
terday at 54 ½ cents and corn at 58% cents 
per bushel does not prove it. Wheat is cheap 
because it is believed to be plentiful, and corn 
is dear because it is thought to be scarce, 
on account of scarcity of money. Even Sen. 
ator Jones will admit there was no scarcity of 
money priorto about eighteen months ago 
when prices were high and remained so till 
the incoming ot a Democratic administration 
was regarded as presaging legislation in the 
direction of free trade. We then had about 
1,600 millions of all kinds of “ money ”’ 
in circulation, while at the beginning 
of this month the amount was. near. 
ly 1,647 milhons, of an increase of not 
far from 8 per cent. And so far from there 
being a scarcity, several hundred millions of 
this are lying idle in the banks and elsewhere. 
Why is this? Any man who has property to 
sell, or sufficient collateral to secure the re- 
payment of money. borrowed, can getall the 
money he wants up to the value of the prop- 
erty to be sold or pledged. But the money 
remains idle because of the uncertainty of 
being able to use it at a profit. The introduc. 
tion of Democratic policies tending in the 
direction of free trade has introduced so 
much of doubt in regard to ability to sell 
‘goods to advantage that manufacturers have 

been discouraged from borrowing money 
with which to pay for the processes of pro- 
} duction. That is why 80 much money 
is lying idle, and to double the 


per bent in selling values make the money 
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‘bandied. In other words, the money volume 
now ig 7 per cent of the property to be trans- 


ferred in course of business, while eighteen 
months ago it was only 5 per cent. And as 
the 5 per cont then was equal to all require- 
ments of business, the éxistence of 7 per cent 
now sufficiently explains the fact that so 
much money .is lying idle because of lack of 
demand for it. 
The purchasing power of money has in- 
éreased in that tyme not because money is 
scarce, but tor the reason that the Democrats 
discouraged enterprise, and therefore lessened 
she demand for money to be used. In that 
way money has become more plentiful. Un- 
der this state of things what does the supient 
Jones propose todo? To make money more 
plentiful when already it is supera bundant? 
None but a fool, would think so. For the 
proposition of Jones is to get more money 
by driving out of circulation all of the 500 
millions of gold Row in the hands of the peo- 
ple, except so much of it as was wanted to 
pay the bills on imported goods, He insanely 
proposes to take away one-third of all the 
money in order to make the rest plentiful, 
Senator Jones might have suggested as a 
remedy for this alleged scarcity of money to 
coin more gold out of what we dig from the 
earth or to buy ona smaller scale the goods 
which are paid for with gold to be taken out 
of the country. He has not sense enough to 
suggest either of these, but simply prates of 
tree coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1, though 
it he had any financial sense at all he must 
know that the adoption of such a “ remedy” 
would drive away frum circulation the 500 
millions of gold now in the hands of the peo- 
ple or their bankers and take out of existence 
550 millions of purchasmg power from the 
1,100 millions of silver and paper that 
now are circulating as money. Having 
thus reduced to 550 millions the 1,600 mill- 
ions of money now in use he would proceed 
to pour in more halt dollars at the rate of 
100-millions a year or so, with the idea that 
this was’ going to make things better by 
adding to the supply of money. But how 
would that make it plentiful? If it did so 
after the lapse of many years it would be 
after the money famine thus artificially pro- 
duced had made the interim the worst time 
in the history of the people. On the first ap- 
plication of the alleged “‘remedy” every 
one of them who had a deposit in the savings 
bank; a policy of life insurance, or a pension 
certificate; or who had lent money at interest, 
would lose half of the amount by the cheap. 
ening of the currency unit to half its present 
purchasing power. In addition to this the 
wageworkers wovld find business paralyzed 
by a similar cutting down of the wage fund. 
And Jones reconrmends this frightful assault 
upon the prosperity of the whole country! 
Senator Jones of Nevada has left the Re- 
publican party because it will not agree to 
plunge the people into this slough of misery 
and despair. He has the impudence to take 
the ground that in so doing tie is acting on 
the defensive, whereas the truth is that he 
and all with whom he now proposes to act are 
on the aggressive, trying to change things, 
aiming to upset and abolish the standard of 
values which has existed ever since the Con- 
stitution of the United States was adopted, 
and when not allowed to have his way he 
snivelingly complains that he has been 
trampled on. Tus Trisune refuses to be- 
lieve that Senator Jones has assigned the real 
reasons he has for swinging over to the Papu- 
lists. The real motive for his change of base 
is a desire to keep Lis place as Senator, which 
he thinks would not be possible without his 
taking an out and out stand for silver mono- 
metallism. 


ARGUMENTS OF DEBS’ LAWYERS, 

The act passed in 1890 to “ protect trade 
and commerce against unlawful restraints 
and monopolies makes every ‘‘ conspiracy 
in restraint of trade or commerce among the 
several States illegal,’’ and declares that every 
person who shail be engaged in any such con- 
epiracy shall be deemed guilty ofa misde- 
meanor. The law says also that— 

The several Circuit Courts of the United States 
are hereby invested with jurisdiction to prevent 
and iestrain violations of this act; and it shall 
be the duty of the several District-Attorneys of 
the United States in their respective districts, 
under the direction of the Attorney-General, to 
institute proceedings in equity to prevent and 
restrain such violations. Such proceedings may 
be .by way of proceedings setting forth the case, 
and praying that such violation shall be enjoined 
or otherwise prohibited. 

Under this last provision of the law a bill 
in equity was filed in the United States court 
here for an injunction to eestrain Debs and 
others from interfering with inter-State com- 
merce and the carrying of the mails. Debs 
etal. wore arrested for contempt of court in 
disobeying that injunction and are having 
their hearing now. 

Judge Tuley takes the position that the 
Congtessmen who voted for this law meant it 
to apply solely to conspiracies of railroad 
managers and not of raliroad employés or 
others. But the language of the law, which 
covers all conspiracies and not those of any 
one set of individuals, is what the court 
must be governed by, and not the assumed 
intention of the men who voted for the act. 

The lawyer@# who are looking after Debs’ in- 
terests make this same point, but they go 
further and allege that— ‘ 


For a Judge to issue an injunction restraining 
persons from committing crimes for which the 
statutes provide penalties, and then, in the event 
that the offense be committed, to summon the 
offender before him and send him to jail for con- 
tempt of the injunction. is a subversion of the 
law. As well, they assert, might a court send 
out an injunction against burglary, and then, the 
burglary having been committed and the culprit 
eaught, the Judge should send him to jail for 
contempt instead of trying him before a jury for 
the crime of burglary. The adoption of this doc- 
trine would, it is claimed, do away with jury 
trials altogether and vest all power in the court. 

Debs’ lawyers also deny the allegation of 
the bill that the American Railway Union was 
engaged in a conspiracy. They claim that it 
was a lawful organization peaceable in its 
purposes, and that— 

. Should the practice of injunctions and contempt 

inaugurated inthe Federal courts during the 
late strike be sustained by the Supreme Court 

labor organizations would be crushed out of ex- 

istence by courts complacent to the wishes of the 

railway or other corporations, and would make 

the United States Judge an unspeakable despot, 

with @érbitrary and practically irresponsible 

power, 


Should Debs be found guilty of contempt 
then his case and all the questions raised in 
connection with it will be carried to the Su- 
preme Court, there to be settled finally. The 
highest tribunal will decide whether it is or is 
not in the power of Congress to authorize a 
Judge to warn a man against committing an 
offense and to punish him for contempt of 
court if he disregards that order. 

The ordinary citizen who has been taught 
to believe that the object of the law is the pre- 
vention as well as the punishment of crime is 
unable to see what there is so terrible and so 
subversive of the liberties of the people in 
giving a court authority to notify individuals 
that certain acts are illegal in their nature 
and that they must refrain from doing them 
or they will become amenable to the law. It 
seems to most persons that in the case of the 
recent Debs strike the injunction was a kindly 
act, Many of the persons engaged in that 
strike did not know that they were acting ille- 
gally, and had no conception of the penalties 
to which they were making themselves liable. 
Every man knows that arson or robbery is 
wrong. No one argues himself into a belief . 
that they are right. So injunctions would be 
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es ter do not announce their purpose in ad- 


practice of binding men to keep the peace. 
One man fears that another is going to attack 
him. He goes before u magistrate, states his 
case, and the man he fears has to give bonds 
to keep the peace or is locked up. That is 
much better than to wait till the assault has 
been committed and then punish the aseail- 


man who was beaten. In the Debs case the 
people were the ones who were threatened. 
They hag good reason to fear that it was 
Debs’ intention to deprive them of the use of 
their roads. They cannot for the life of them 
see what harm there was in the court telling 


in punishing him for disobeying that. injunc- 
tion. Lawyers may be hortified at the idea 
of a court of chuncery doing such a remark- 
able thing. Ordinary people will ask Why 
not doit?” . 

Debs’ lawyers say that if à man sets out to 
commit an act which is a criminal one it is 
wrong fora court to warn him to desist and 
to notify him of the risks he is incurring, and 
if he disregards that warning to punish him 
for doing so, These lawyers say he ought to 
be allowed to go ahead and commit his crime 
and be duly punished for it by a jury of 
twelve men. They say that labor organiza- 
tions will be crushed out of existence” if 
courts are permitted to tell them that they 
are straying into crimiaal paths and chat 
they ought to stop before it is too late, Une 
would imagine that the welfare of labor or- 
ganizations would be promoted. if, besides 
having false friends who advise them ‘o vio- 
late the law, they had trué friends who tell 
them what the law is and order them not to 
break it. 

The common sense of the community is dis- 
gusted by this assertion that when a court 
gees a man going wrong or about to do so it 
cannot, in his own interest and that of the 
innocent people he is assailing, tell him to 
stop, but must wait for him to commita 
crime before it can have any dealings with 
him, it has been thought hitherto that to 
prevent a crime was more meritorious than to 
punish a crime, and that it was a kindly act 
to warn a man ora set of men by the injunc- 
tion of a court or the proclamation of a Mayor 
not to commit a certain wrongful act. Debs’ 
lawyers hold otherwise and say also that if 
aman is enjoinéd, disobeys, and is brought 
up for contempt he must have a jury 
trial. To deny him one ona charge of con- 
tempt is, they say, a viclation of the Constitu- 
tion. The sooner these questions reach the 
Supreme Court and are settled by it the 
better. 4 


THE REMOVAL OF MAYORS. 

A correspondent asks: ** Cannot the Mayor 
of Chicago be impeached for malfeasance in 
office for not enforcing the laws and stopping 
gambling? The statutes provide that 

In case the Mayor or any other municipal offi- 
cer shall at any time be guilty of a palpable 
omission of duty, or shall willfully aud corruptly 
be guilty of oppression, malconduct, or misfeas- 
ance in the discharge of the duties of his office 
he shell be liable to indictment in any court of 
competent jurisdiction, and on conviction shall 
be fined in a sum not exceeding $1,000, and the 
court in which such conviction shall be had shall 
enter an order removing such officer from office. 


Supposing some organization should collect 
evidence showing where and by whom gam- 
bling is carried oa in this city and were to lay 
it before the Mayor and he were to pay no at- 
tention to it, but were to allow the gamblers 
to go on unmolested. Clearly the Mayor 
would be guilty of a palpable, unquestioned 
omission of duty, for which he could be in- 
dicted. 

But supposing he were, what. would it 
amount to? There is no provision for a sum- 
mary hearing. A change of venue would be 
asked for. Continuance would be asked for 
and granted. The State’s-Attorney would not 
press à case against an eminent Democrat. 
It a trial were had before the Mayar’s term 
expired, and the gamblers did not get a man 
on the jury. and the verdict was guilty,” 
there would be an appeal to the Supreme 
Court. A proceeding begun near the com- 
mencement of a two years’ term could be 
protracted till its close, and after the term 
had expired no one would take an interest in 
the case. ; 

Owing to the beauties of the criminal juris- 
prudence of this State the law relative to the 
removal of officers who neglect their duty is 
not worth the paper it is printed on. A city 
may find itself saddled with the most shift- 
less, neglectful, or incompetent of Mayors, 
but there is no way in which it can get rid of 
him without his consent. The moral is that 
it is much better to elect good men than it is 
to elect bad ones and then swear at them. 

If Swift had been inaugurated Mayor last 
December instead of Hopkins there would 
have been only the minimum of inevitable 
hidden gambling insteud of the maximum of 
open gambling. The garbage contractors 
would have been made to live up to their con- 
tracts. There would have been no knuckling 
down to Debs. The police would have nipped 
his strike in the bud. But fraud and foolish 
voting elected Hopkins; and he has to be en- 
dured till April. Whether he will be defeated 
when he runs tor reélection then depends on 
the intelligence of the people.

AGAIN TORN-UP STREETS. 
Cottage Grove avenue from Thirty-ninth 
to Twenty - second street and State street north 
from the latter thoroughfare are to be invaded 
by another set ot gas mains. The Uni- 


tearing up the pavement, digging deep 
trenches, laying mains and pipes, and filling 
in the éarth again. Presumably this will be 
done on the plan hitherto pursued by the gas 
companies, unless the managers of the Uni- 
versal ure compelled to do their duty by the 
taxpayers and other residents along the route. 
That plan is to throw in tne earth loosely, 
flood it with water under the pretense that 
this is sufficient to pack the earth together, 
and then place the paving blocks on top to be 
left to settle at leisure. How much of this set- 
tling is done and the resulting disaster to the 
pavement may be known by any one who 
will take the trouble to look at the road sur- 
face along Cottage Grove avenue, He can 
trace without difficulty the location of the gas 
mains along the whole line, this being shown 
by an irregular, gutter-like depression due to 
the sinking in of the earth. In these gutter. 
ings the water has lain at intervals so long 
that the wooden blocks have rotted, the sur- 
face being too uneven to admit of bemg 
cleaned, and the passage of vehicles has 
ground these rotted blocks into mud or dust, 
The pavement has been ruined in less than 
half the time it would have lasted if let alone 
or treated properly by the main ‘layers. 

It is not impossible the officers of the new 
company will assume to act on the theory 
that the pavements being spoiled already they 
will owe to the public no duty to put the street 
into fair condition after having torn it up, 
this fall. This would not be justice to the 
taxpayer, but whether the position be taken 
or not the companies responsible for the pres- 
ent horrible condition of Cottage Grove ave- 
nue ought to be made to pay part of the ex- 
pense of putting down the pavement in as 
good shape as it would have been in now but 
for their utterly unjustifiable conduct. The 
proposition to make them pay for the repair 
of streets ruined by them was entertained 
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seriously by the municipal administration 
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‘have 
of Mayor Harrison, It now ought to be 
taken up and enforced. There is no known 
reason why Mayor Hopkins should hesitate to 
bring the companies to timé and make them 
pay towards renovation of the pavements 
which they have destroyed. if not deemed 
feasible to cause them at once to undertake 
the work all over the city they ought not to 
be permitted to stand idly by and witness the 
performance of M second slipshod process for 
which theirs is adduced as an apology, with 
ho movement towards obtaining at least a 
partial rearess for the suffering taxpayers. 


SENATOR DUBOIS’ THREAT. 

Senator Dubois of Idabo in an interview 
asserts that he and at least six other Senators 
from the Rocky Mountain States will join 
Jones in his secession from the Republicans 
to the Populists unless the Republican party 
deciares for the free coinage of silver and 
gold at the ratio of 16 to 1. Mr. Dubois thus 
politely serves notice upon the Republicans 
that if they do not take a given action to suit 
himself and certain others they will pack 
their trunks and go over to the Populists, 

Well, the Republicans have never been in- 
clined to stand bulldozing, even from a large 
aggregation of political talent. Is it not too 
much to expect that the Republican party of 
the United States will allow itself to be. bull- 
dozed intodoinga certain thing by a handful of 
people out in the Recky Mountain States, the 
entire group of which does not equal the 
State of Illinois in population, though their 
Senatorial strength is greater because of the un- 
equal basis of representation? Here are a few 
people talking to the great Kepublican party 
and threatening it with their displeasure and 
the ultimate luas of their precious individuali- 
ties unless it concedes a certain thing—name- 
ly: the free coinage of silver, which is prac- 
tically obnoxious to all Republicans as well 
as to a large proportion of Democrats. 

The objection of the Republicans and of all 
honest money Democrats as well to this prop- 
osition is that looking at it from a business 
point of view they do not see the good of it. 
They see that it would drive out half a billion 
of gold fro the country; that it would di- 
minish by one-half the purchasing power of 
one billion one hundred millions of silver; 
that it would cut in two the deposits in sav- 

\ and other banks, pensions, life and fire 
insurance, and credits in all forms. They 
see that it would be equivalent to taking one- 
half the credits from those to whom they be- 
long and giving them to others. The Repub- 
iicans are unable to see the morality or the 
business policy of this proposition and there- 
fore they will not, consent to be buildozed 
into doing anything of the kind. And they 
are the more unwilling to do it because they 
know it would be of no advantage to the peo- 
ple who want it done. These Rocky Mountain 
silver producers think that the result of free 
coinage would be to put up the value of their 
bullion for a time above its real market value 
and that during that time and before it would 
resume its normal value they would be able 
to clean up a big profit. The Republicans be- 
lieve they are mistaken in that, but even if 
the silver producers did make the profit they 
anticipate it would be no equivalent for the 
immense damage they would inflict upon the 
business-men aud workingmen of the rest of 
the country. They do not see, therefore, why 
the rest of the producers and consumers 
should be called upon to immolate them- 
selves in the interests of a little handful of 
people. 

If Senator Dubois and those of his kin i de- 
sire to argue this question with the Republic- 
ans they will be accommodated. If they can 
eonvince them that none of the evils set forth 
will happen, well and good; but buildozing 
will not da. If Mr. Dubois be in earnest and 
if he and six other Senators propose to divorce 
themselves, bed and board, from the Repub- 
lican party in case it refusesto knock the 
country down from a gold to a monometallic 
silver standard then they will have togo. The 
ecuntry was on a gold basis when these 
mountain States were made into Territories 
and Republicans are rot going to cousent to 
its relinquishment merely to gratify Senator 
Dubois and his little crowd. They will have 
to join Jones, and, like Jones, once in the Pop- 
ulist ranks they will ha ve to keep step with that 
cranky procession shouting for moonshine 
money, While the Republicans may regret 
their loss they will not be inconsolable, for 
the loss can be bornea million times more 
easily than thedreadful calamity which would 
happen to the country were Mr. Dubois and : 
his friends given what they ask. But in any 
event there will be no bulldozing. Dubois 
etal. will have to accept the policy of the 
party or leave it if they so elect, and much 
as their departure might be regretted the 
pangs of separation would not be a tithe as 
dreadful as would the consequences of accept- 
ing the conditions they name as the price of 
staying in the party. 


„W are now approaching a minimum sun 
spot period, which experience proves is coin- 
cident with a period of mild winters.” This 
statement is made by Stuart Jenkins in an 
article in the Popular Science Monthly, in 
which he discusses the subject of arctic éx- 
ploration. He thinks the next five years will 
be particularly favorable for this work. He 
calls attention to the facts that the last sun 
spot ninimum was in 1888, a year of ex- 
treme heat and drought, followed by a winter 
of unusual mildness; that eleven years pre- 
viously the winter of 1877. 78 was so mild 
that wild geese remainea on the Georgian 
Bay throughout the winter, while the Colling- 
wood steamers were plying the first week in 
April, a month earlier than usual, and that the 
winter of 1882-’83 was exceptionally severe 
and occurred during a time of maximum for 
sun spots, It is well known that these phe- 
nomena have a cycle of about eleveh years, 
and if it be established that at a particular 
part of this cycle the arctic winters are un- 
usually mild the fact ought to be regarded as 
valuable to be considered in selecting times 
for trying to approach the north pole, Mr. 
Jenkins says Parry’s three voyages, extend. 
ing from 1819 to 1825, appear to have been 
undertaken durmg a minimum period, Dr. 
Kane, on the contrary, was out at the close of a 
maximum pefiod of exceptional length and 
severity, and he experienced the lowest mean 
temperature on record. It was during this 
very same period that the ill-fated Franklin 
and all with him were lost, the Erebus and 
Terror being abandoned after nineteen 
months’ imprisonment in the ice.

Andorra is a 
neutral country with the name of .a republic, 
situated on the south slope of the Pyrenees, be- 
tween the French Department of Ariego and the 
Spanish Province of Lorida. Up to the pregent 
Andorra has been subject tothe suzerainty of 
France and of the Bishop of Urgel. The inde- 
pendence of the little state dates back to the 


time of Charlemagne in 790.

Against President Clarke. 

An adjourned meeting of the Society for 
the Prevention of Crime was held in the 
Commerce. club-rooms yesterday afternoon.

There 
were only two reports ready, those of Secre- 
tary.

The Society for the Preventidn of Vice has 
not been harmonious since Miss Sickels, and 
Mr. Carr, and A. H. Ford were charged with 
an unauthorized use of the society’s name 
when Mrs. Mary A. Ahrens was prosecuted 
for the alleged takmg of a rug from a Mrs. 
Richley. There was an attempt at a former 
special meeting of the society to force Secre- 
tary Carr and Miss Sickels to resigu. They 
declined, and yesterday formal charges were 

referred by Miss Sickels, Mr. Carr, and Mr. 
‘ord against President Clarke, The charges 
accuse him of calling a meeting irregulariy, 
of allowing people not authorized to be pres- 
ent at the meeting, and some of the clauses of 
the charges suy the Rev. Mr. Clarke con- 
dones crime instead of trying to prevent it. 
All the charges are in the same vein, and were 
referred to the Society for the Investigation 
of Charities. 


WILL FIGHT THE WHISKY SOHEDULE 


Either Whisky Trust or Independent Dis- 
tillers to Contest Payments. 

Peoria, III., Sept. 6.—|Sgecial.}—-That the 
increased tax on whisky will be hotly conteat- 
ed through the courts of the country is now 
more apparent than at any time since the 
passage of the tariff law. John Beggs, Vice- 
President of the whisky trust, said it was cer- 
tain the tax would be opposed, but whether 
it would be by the distillery company or 
other interested parties he was not prepared 
to say. Distillers considered the increased tax 
illegal on goods already in bond, but Mr. 
Beggs did not believe in discussing this 
question in advance. He thought it was 

roper to wait until it had been fully decided. 

e expects President Greenhut home from 
his Eastern trip this week, and one of the first 
questions tu be considered by him is an early 
meeting of the Board of Directors of the Dis- 
tillery company.

RAINFALL HEAVIEST OF THE YEAR 


Recent Storms Have Been the Most Severe 
=Depth of the Fall. 

The precipitation during. the recent rain- 
stérms has been the greatest of the year, 
measuring 5.22 inches. The total precipita- 
tion up to Sept. 2 was 15.50 inches, and up 
to date 20.72 inches. The normal rainfall 
for Chicago is from 30 to 32 inches. If the 
present wet weather keeps up much longer 
the rainfall for the year will be up 
to the average. For the twelve 
hours ending at 7 o’clock last night the 
rainfall was .

| mance providing for the elevation of 
8 of the St. Charles Air Line railroad 
will be presented to the City Council by Cor- 
poration Counsel Rubens at the meeting of 
the Council Sept. 24. Railroad officials and 
attorneys as well as city officials have looked 
upon the Air Line tracks near Sixteenth street 
as a serious impediment, agreeing that track 
elevation in the southern division of the city 


it will be examined by the. solicitors repre- 


senting the Air Line before being submitted 
to the Council. In the preparation of the 
ordinance one important point to be consid- 
ered in connection with elevation is the fact 
that the tracks cross Michigan avenue, State 
atreet, and Wabash avenue. This prevented 
all possibility of track depression on account 
of sewers, water and gas mains underneath 
these streets. - 

Mr. Rubens found another obstacle in 
crossing on the same level with the Alley 
Ele va ted road. Such a crossing would not do, 
and a Sepression of the elevated structure be- 
neath the Air Line tracks was considered im- 
possible. The only solution of the problem 
is the elevation of the Aliey road tracks four- 
teen feet in the clear above the Air Line ele- 
vated structure. Mr. Rubens yesterday said: 
The Oaly Feasible Plan. 

“'Thia Air Line ordinance will be the second 
ordinance providing for track elevation that 
has »een submitted. Before any steps were 
taken 1 looked the ground over thoroughly 
and fovnd that the Air Line tracks were oper- 
ated by four roads, the lilinois Central, Mich-

EX-DIOTATOR APPEARS iN OOURT 


. LOOKING BRIGHT AND WELL. 

His Presence, However, Appears to Be a 
Mere Formality, as He Takes No Ap- 
parent Interest in the Proceedings, 
Which Are Dry and Tedious—More Tele- 
grams Offered in Evidence, bat Debs’ 
Signature to Them Not Established= 
Real Work Will Gegin Today. 

The Debs trial for contempt of court, be- 
fore Judge Woods of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, was resuined yesterday ard 
proved even drier and more uninteresting 
than on the previous day. Both sehsions were 
devoted to the identification and reading of 
the Debs telegrams during the strike by 
Manager Mulford of the Western Union Tele- 
graph company, and the process tested and 


. exhausted the endurance of bench, bar, de- 


iendant, and spectator. 

As if dreading the ordeal, every one ar- 
rived late. Judge Woods, though late, came 
first, and the attorneys straggled in, one by 
one, later. Last of all came Debs, looking 
perfectly healthy and happy, and as if at 
peace with all the world. He took his seat 
behind the defendants’ counsel, and was the 
recipient from time to time of gossipy com- 
munications and admiring addresses from 
the other defendants. His manner and ap- 
pearance were in striking contrast with what 
they were the day before. His presence 
seemed to be a matter of taste only, as he 


paid little attention to the proceedings, and 


said nothing to his counsel. The other de- 
fendants passed the time in much the same 
indifferent manner. 

The identification and reading of the tele- 
grams was done almost entirely by Mr. Mul- 
ford, as on the day before. But as he was 
completely worn out with the drudgery of it, 
G. L. Crackel, an operator of the Western 
Union, was sworn and relieved him for a time 
in the afternoon. Attorney Walker, who lets 
no opportunity for a joke escape him, said 
Mr. Mulford had struck.“ Between the two 
witnesses, however, this work was finished 
yesterday afternoon, when it was estimated 


the number of telegrams overhauled was 


something like 200. 
Telegrams Are Important, 


These telegrams forming the logical basis 


of the whole charge against the defendants, 
the introduction of them was of the greatest 
importance, and yet it was painfully tedious. 
As the hours dragged along the attorneys and 
others fell to amusing themselves with draw- 
ing caricatures and com posing epigrams, which 
were passed from one to another for inspection. 
Debs dropped off into a refreshing siuinber at 
one time, and at another Judge Woods 
wheeled his chair around, turned his back to 
the court-room, and appeared to be gazing 
out through the window at the signs on the 
houses opposite. As for the spectators, 
though they were evidently driven into the 
building by the rain and came into the court- 
room to keep dry. they were not prepared for 
so much dryness, and numbers of re- 
tired with a yawn, as it seeking for moisture. 

The telegrams read yesterday presented a 
great deal of sameness, and reflected no 
credit on the mind or head of the man or the 
men whorent them. Their most striking 
feature was their monumental mendacity. 
To the last gasp of the boycott, when every 
one knew the movement wasa failure, Debs 
and his associates were telegraphing allover the 
country its triumphant success. The tele- 
grams also abounded in appeals to the angry 
and baser passions of man. A great move- 
ment was in progress, these messages said, 
to enslave labor and every one dependent 
on labor. Workingmen were exhorted to rise 
up and secure the emancipation cf their 
ciass. They were told to pay no attention to 
injunctions, to arrests, nor to troops, and 
then, in connections which sugges irony, 
they were cautioned to commit no Vio- 
lehce. 

Specimen Dispatches. 

Nearly gill of tne telegrams introduced in 
evidence Were printed several weeks ago in 
Tun Tarrpunxg, but the following is repro- 
duced as a specimen of the entire lot: 

Curcaeo, July 10.—To C. R. Eldredge, Colo- 
rado: Do not be frightened by injunctions, ar- 
rests, or troops. I have got a house full of them. 
This is common all over. This tight is now the 
money power and combined monopoly to annihi- 
late labor and enslave those dependent on labor, 
backed by injunctions, arrests, and troops, Chil- 
dren and childish men have no part in it. Only 
strong men and broad minds can emancipate 
labor. You in Cotorado ought to understand 
what the gold power means, and be willing to re- 
sist it, even to starvation. Injunctions and troo 
cannot operate the roads. There are not — 
enough to fill a tenth of vacancies. There are 
fifty men quitting to one 0 menage * General 
situation never better than today. One hunJred 
trades unions will strike for railroad men to- 
morrow. . Will they not help themselves? News- 
boys bave struck and boycotted subsidized press. 
Let none return to work until general managers 
agree in writing to reinstate every man without 
prejudice, the country over. Good men will win 
this fight. E. V. Dess. 

While no one doubts Debs' substantial au- 
thorship of all the télegrams to which bis 
name is signed the difficulty of making legal 
proof of his connection with them was not 
lessened by the proceedings of yesterday. 
That he gave his personal attention to them 
all is a physical impossibility. For if he de- 
voted three minutes to each of them he must 
have spent 450 hours at it, which would be 
‘ten hours a day for forty-five days. But in 
addition to this difficulty only one in the 
whole 9,000 is in Debs’ handwriting. There 
was an effort yesterday to identify one more 
as his writing, but it was abandoned. 

A few of the telegrams were not sent by 
Debs, but received by him, and an effort was 
made yesterday by Mr. Walker to prove the 
fact, but it was a failure. 


People Do Not Always Siga. 


Mr. Walker asked Mr. Mulford if his office 
was not always apprised of a failure to de- 
liver a message. Mr. Mulford said it was, 
and Mr. Walker chuckled. But when the 
witness was requested to bring with him to- 
day the receipts taken for these telegrams, 
Mr. Mulford overturned the fancied proof by 
saying the receipts were not often signed by 
the person to whom the telegrams were ad- 
dressed, and would not necessarily furnish 
proof of the reception of a telegram by the 

ressee. 

In this connection, however, it is well to re- 
member Debs admits in his answer he sent 
a number of telegrams, though he limits his 
admission to such as his counsel regarded as 
harmless. Moreover, it is not certain the 
counsel for the government and for the Santa 
Fé have exhausted their proofs on this part of 
the case. If they get a nce to crous-ex- 
amine Debs they may be able to lay a founda- 
tion for a compiete demonstration of nis con- 
nection with all the telegrams to which his 
name is appended. The real work will begin 
this morning. 

When the end of the telegrams was reached 
an effort was made by Assistant District-At- 
torney Kosentha! to connect Debs with the 
telegrams by showing how they were paid for. 
The witness Crackel was recalled for this pur- 
pose. He said he usually collected the toll 
for them. A bill was made out every day 
against Debs, and witness presented it to Kel- 
iher, who paid it. The payment was usually 
made in cash, though on two occasions a 
small balance was paid with checks, These 
checks were oe by E. V. Debs, President, 
and Sylvester Keliher, Secretary, but witness 
never saw the signatures written. When this 
witness was through with his «testimony, 
though the hour of adjournment had not ar- 
rived, an adjournment was taken to this 
morning for want of witnesses. Mr. Walker 
promised they would be 3 this morning.

DEMAND FOR PLAYING OARDSTAMPS 


Chicage Will Afford Uncle Sam $30,000 a 
Year from This Source. 

The collection of the tax of two cents a pack 
on playing cards, imposed by the new tariff 
law, has been attended with less difficulty 
than was anticipated by the internal revenue 
Officials. In fact the government has not 
been able to furnish the stamps as rapidly as 
the taxpayers have called for them. When 
the law went into effect Collector Mize esti- 
mated the number of packs.of. cards in the 
Chicago district at 1,000,000 and sent a 
requisition to Washington for that number of 
stamps, Since then he has received 280,000 
and these have been sold as fast as received. 
The revenue from the tax in Chicago will be 
from $20,000 to $30,000 a year. The sec- 
tion of the new law removing the tax from al- 
cohol used in the arts and for medicinal pur- 
poses is causing, the Revenue Collector's office 
a good deal of trouble. The law provides for 
a return of the tax paid on alcohol when it is 
shown that the stuff was used in the arts, and 
applications are received daily from manu- 
facturers and patent medicine men for re- 

tes. The Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue has as yet formulated no regulations for 
the payment of the rebates or for putting the 
new lawinto operation, and the applicants 
are told to save the stamps from the packages 
in which they bought their material until the 
department is heard from. 


WESTERN ENGINEERS MAY SEOEDE. 


Leave the National Association 
and Fiock by Themselves. 

It is probable the Western Society of Engi- 
neers will sever its relations with the National 
Association of Engineering Societies. Had 
a direct vote been taken on the 
subject at the monthly meeting held at 
the Grand Pacific Wednesday night the 
society would have withdrawn .by an over- 
whelming majority. The final and decisive 
vote was post poned until Wednesday even- 
ing, Sept. 19. The grievance against 
the national suciety is that the 
bulk of the expense of the publication 
is borne by the Western Society, without any 
corresponding benefit. The general organi- 
zation is not of a functional character but 
one of convenience for the publication of the 

roceedings of all in a monthly journal. 

e are seven other societies in the 
association, whose aggregate membership is 
lese than that of the Chicago suciety. 
members of the latter think the only real 
benefit of the journal is found in the proceed- 
ings of the local society, and that money can. 
be saved by printing and distributing its own 
roceedings. An added benefit, it was argued 
ast night, would be derived by piacing the 
society on a purely Western basis. N

Death of Mrs. Anna Ballou Hubbard. 

Mrs. Anna Ballou Hubbard, widow of Dr. 
Theodore Hubbard, both pioneers of Chicago, 
died Wednesday of pneumonia at her home, No. 

The funeral will be held 
today and the burial will be at Glen Ellyn. 
Mrs. Hubbard was born Dec. 29, 1809, at Deer- 
field, N. V., and was the daughter of Ebenezer 
and Mariana Ward Ballou.

Mrs. Hubbard was an honorary member of the 
Chicago Chapter of the Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution, Vice-President of the Daughters 
of 1812, a member of the Historic Council, and 
a member of the Old Settlers’ Calumet Society, 
also of St. Paul's Universalist Church.

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RAILROADS MUST PAY 


ASSESSMENTS ON RIGHTS OF WAY 
AND TERMINAL GROUNDS, 


Railway Committee of the State Board of 
Equalization Looking After Railways 
‘Whose Receivers Have Been Too Busy 
to Attend to the Detail of Taxation 
Cook County Assessment Will Be Higher 
“Reducing Assessments on the Prop- 
erty of Individuals. 


Chairman Scott of the Railway committee 
of the State Board of Equalization with his 
committee cathe to Chicago yesterday to take 
evidence regarding the assessment of rights 
of way and other property belonging to the 
railways having terminals in Chicago. The 
two roads the committee is most concerned 
about are the Atchison, Topeka, ana Santa 
Fé and the Northern Pacific, both od which 
are now in the hands of receivers, who have 
been so careless regarding minor matters that 
they forgot to make any statement to the 
board at its regular meetings at Springfield as 
to their holdings of either real ot personal 
property. The Committee on Corporations 
is expected along in a day or so and the idea 
is that all of them will be able to make re- 
ports to the board at its meeting at Spring- 
field next Tuesday. 

Com missioner Allen said yesterday that the 
action of the State Board in raismmg the as- 
sss ment on Cook County real estate 854. 
000,000 is no cause for alarm. No raise has 
yet been made on the railroad and personal 
property in Cook County, and unless some 
action is taken in this direction by the board 
the assessment, as it stands, is less than that 
of last year after equalization. The total 
amount of the assessment this year for Cook 
County, including real estate, personal and 
railroad property, as returned by the assessor. 
is. $20,948,657 and this is, with the 
$54,000,000 added by the board yesterday, 
makes the total amount $261,046,657. The 
total amount of the equalized assessment last 
year was $271,954,169. so that with the ad- 
dition of the bourd as made yesterday the 
total assessment is stiil about $10,000,000 
less than last year. However, there is the 
usual addition to the list by the Board of 
Equalization for railroad and personal prop- 
erty, which, if in proportion to that of last 
year, will bring the total assessment 618, 
000,000 higher than it was for 1893.
